On June El, 1951, Jo** A. B*nit*s, Executive A** infant 
to the Insular Attorney Central, San Juan, Puerto Rteo, advised 
that the prison authorities mere sttll receiving letters , from 
Pedro Alb tarn Campos complaining of attacks by electronic rays 
and petson gases, Benitos made available a letter mritten by 
Albtsu Campos to the Warden of the Sam Juan Bistriot Jail on 
June 3, 1951, the text of mhioh letter to set forth below tn

" Honorable Sieves Tarrido, Superintendent, if. P . 
m My dear sir: 


m Tou have been advised how the electronic attack 
has continued without interruption. Last night, from 
the tine the Itghts were turned on until 9 o 'clock, 
a continuous wave of black esMnations entered through 
all the windows and through the front door. This made 
it difficult to breathe in the cell . We request 
that you come to take care of this problem. We regret 
that it is not possible to locate it. We are 
confident that tn the presence of an atmosphere so 
poisonous and dangerous you would not permit us to 
be closed up in this cell.

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"Tou will recall that in anticipation of circum- 
stances such as those of last night (for we have 
passed through this sum ordeal many times, locked 
tn thts cell) we begged, when we were brought here 
on the 85th of May, that in such circumstances we 
would be protected by being allowed to go cut onto 
the balcony to breathe and to defend ourselves against 
the poison which is systematically directed at u«. 

The Warden of thts prison tnformed us later that he 
was sorry not to be able to carry out thts agreement 
because higher authorities had refused to approve the 
Warden * s agreement. We venture to suggest that the 
said higher authorities come here when a poisonous 
wave of electronic emanations, such as last night's, 
again appears . In thts manner, they can tn all 
conscience take strict measures.

Benitos further advised that on June ?, 1951, Albisu 
Campoe ’ oellmatee, Francteco Matos Paoli, Pedro Ulieee Pabon 
B toped re and Bamon Bamires Medina, addressed a letter to the 
Warden of the San Juan District Jail in which they complained 
that conditions tn thetr cell continued to be unbearable and 
that Albisu Campoe was constantly bstng afflicted by 
slsotronic rays, "black rays", "whits emanations " and "pestilent 
gases". This letter, requesting an tnvesttgation of the 
situation, further states that ae a result of these attacks, 
Albtsu Campos had been wounded tn the chest, the stomach and 
the ankles . 
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Benitea advised that Matos Paoli and Ramtrea Medina 
had subsequently advised the prison authorities that they 
had written this letter upon orders from Albtsu Campos - 

Benitea stated that Matos Paoli and Sami re a Madina 
had at the same time advised the prises warden that Albiam 
Campos , from /ear of electronic' attacks, was forcing his 
cellmates to stand eight-hour matches to protect htssafety- 

An article in the June 18, 1981, issue of "El 
Imparcial" , a Spanish language newspaper of San Juan, Puerto 
Mice, states that Juan Bernandea Tall e, one of Pedro Albiau

Albiau Compos at the District Jail tn San Juan on June 14, 1951,

BENITEZ stated that Doctors MANUEL PAVIA FERNANDEZ, 

RAMON SUAREZ and MARIO FERNANDEZ are not connected with the 
Insular Government in any manner; that all of these doctors are 
outstanding practitioners in Puerto Rico; that Doctor MANUEL 
PAVIA FERNANDEZ was formerly President of the Puerto Rican ' 
Medical Association, and that Doctor MARIO FERNANDEZ is con- 
sidered the leading psychiatrist in Puerto Rico. 

BENITEZ stated that all the examining doctors had 
diagnosed ALBIZU’s condition as a mental collapse. He said 
that further examinations will be made and that ALBIZU’s 
attorneys had been given permission to bring in doctors to’ 
examine ALBIZU, although ANGEL CRUZ CRUZ, Defense Attorney, who 
has acted as spokesman for ALBIZU’s other two defense attorneys, 
reportedly has admitted to BENITEZ that ALBIZU is "crazy rf . 

BENITEZ said that Doctor MARIO FERNANDEZ 1 diagnosis 
is that ALBIZU is suffering from "an interpretative psychosis of 
injury and danger with overtones of paranoia and a marked absence 
of emotional response" , Dr. FERNANDEZ, according to BENITEZ, 
has advised' that ALBIZU is suffering hallucinations of all his 
five senses. 

BENITEZ stated’ that up until the time of the Attorney 
General’s investigat ion , ALBIZU had been held in his cell alone, 
and that Dr. PAVIA FERNANDEZ had recommended that ALBIZU not 
be left alone at any time because of the possibility that his 
"persecution m&nia" might result in a suicide attempt. BENITEZ 
said that FRANCISCO MATOS PAOLI, PEDRO ULISES PABON and RAMON 
MEDINA RAMIREZ, all Nationalists awaiting trial for violation 
of Insular Law 53 (advocating overthrow of Insular Government) 
have been moved into ALBIZU’s cell with instructions to report 
any indication of a suicide attemot on the part of ALBIZU, 

BENITEZ said that MATOS PAOLI now refers to ALBIZU as "Don 
Quijote" inasmuch as ALBIZU does not seem able to differentiate 
between what is real and what is imaginary, 

BENITEZ advised that since ALBIZU’s letter of May 10, 
1951, he has written four more letters to the prison authorities, 
the latest being on May 29, 1951, BENITEZ stated that he has 
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read all of them and that they reflect no change for the better 
In ALBIZU’ s condition. He said that in all of them, ALBIZU 
complains of attacks by electronic rays and poison gas. He 
said that ALBIZU claims that the rays attack him principally 
at night and ALBIZU now refuses to sleep on a metal bed be- 
cause he 'claims that these rays cause sparks which endanger 
his life, ALBIZU also reportedly claims that he is being burnt 
continually by these 'rays and that they are giving him violent 
continuous headaches. ! 

BENITEZ further advised that on May 28, 1951, the 
guards at the District Jail found ALBIZU drossed in his best 
clothes and asked him what the occasion was, upon which ALBIZU 
responded that he had dressed up because they were going to 
release h5m that day, ■ 

BENITEZ further advised that ALBIZU, in a serious 
manner, claims that on May CL9, 1951, the electronic rays had 
caused a groat fire at the District Jail and ALBIZU describes 
vividly the flames from thi's fire and the disaster which it could 
have caused to the people of Puerto Rico and to all humanity if 
the prison guards had not been very cooperative and helped put 
it out. BENITEZ stated that this incident Is entirely imaginary, 

BENITEZ further advised that he and other employees from 
the Attorney General ’s Office had recorded a three-hour speech 
given by ALBIZU to explain the torments he was undergoing from 
the electronic rays and poison gas. In this speech, ALBIZU made 
no criticism of his handling by Insular Authorities, but claimed 
that all of his torments wero being caused by "the Americans". 

BENITEZ advised that it is the opinion of the Insular 
Attorney General’s Office that ALBIZU’ s mental condition will 
have no offset upon sentences already passed on him in Insular 
Courts, but that it may have the effect of postponing his trial 
on charges of violation of Insular Law 53. 

The DIARIO DE PUERTO RICO, a daily Spanish language 
newspaper, published in San Juan, in its May 29, 1951 issue carries 
on announcement by Attorney ANGEL CRUZ CRUZ, one of ALBIZU *s 
defense attorneys, to the effect that ALBIZU has requested him 
to make it known that he (ALBIZU) has absolute confidence in the 
doctors who have examined him in the San Juan District Jail, 
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On June 21, 1951, JOSE A, BENITEZ, Executive Assistant 
to tho Insular Attorney General, San Juan, Puerto Rico, advised 
that the prison authorities were still receiving letters from 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, complaining of attacks by electronic rays 
and poison gases, BENITEZ made available a letter by ALBIZU 
CAMPOS to the Warden of the San Juan District Jail on June 3, 
1951, the text of which letter is set forth below in translation: 

“La Prince sa, June 3, 1951 
’’Honorable NIEVES TARRIDO* Superintendent, M. P, 

"My dear Sir: 

"You have been advisod how the electronic attack has 
continued without interruption. Last night, from the time 
tho lights were turned on until 9 o'clock, a continuous 
wave of black emanations efttered through all the windows 
and through the front door. This made it difficult to breathe 
in the Cell. We request that you come to take care of this 
problem. We regret that it is not possible to locate it. ^ 
ihiaro. confident that in the presence of an atmosphere so 
poisonous and dAngerous you would not permit us to be closed 
up in this cell, 

"You will recall that in anticipation of circumstances 
such as those of last night (for we havo passed through this 
same ordeal many times, locked in this cell) wo begged, when' 
we were brought hero on the 25th of May, that in such circum- 
stances vie would bo protected by being allowed to go out onto 
the balcony to breathe and to defend ourselves against tho 
poison which is systematically directed at us. The Watfdori 
of this prison informed us lator that he was sorry not to be 
able to carry out this agreement because higher authorities 
had refused to approve the Warden's agreement. Wo venture 
to suggest that said higher authorities come here when a 
poisonous wave of electronic emanations, such as last night's 
aga in t appears. In this manner, they can in all conscience 
take strict measures. 
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"In anticipation we must request your attention, so 
diligent in all" that pertains to the grave problem which 
confronts this institution, to give protection to prisoners 
from being burned and killed in their very cells by elec- 
tronic means, which I consider as serious when the possibility 
oxists that the only entrance and exit door can be electrified . 
by electronic means (as happened with all the coiling of the 
hospital), and that it may make it impossible for the most 
alert guard to open this door in case of electronic fire. 

"We realize the difficulties which confront the officials 
of this institution. It is undoubtedly the only place in the 
world harassed with such a problem. Here we live in the era 
of the scientific savage, where all the wisdom of science, 
mathematics and physics are used for purposes of assassination, 
burning the defenseless prisoners alive in their very cells. 
Surely you will understand why we are obliged to again call 
your noble attention to this serious matter. 


BENITEZ advised further that on June 7, 1951, ALBIZU 
CAMPOS * cellmates, FRANCISCO MATOS P;.OLI, PEDRO ULISES PABOH 
RIOPEDRE and RAMON RAMIREZ MEDINA, addressed a letter to the 
Warden of the San Juan District Jail in which they complained that 
conditions in their cell continued to be unbearable and that 
ALBIZU CAMPOS was constantly being afflicted by electronic' 
rays, "black rays", white emanations" and pestilent gases". 

This lottor, requesting an investigation of the situation, 
further statos that as a result of these attacks, ALBIZU CAMPOS 
had been wounded in the chest, the stomach and the ankles. 

BENITEZ advised that MATOS PAOLI and RAMIREZ MEDINA had 
subsequently advised the prison authorities that they had 
written this letter upon orders from ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

BENITEZ statod that MATOS PAOLI and RAMIREZ MEDINA had 
at the same time advised the prison warden that ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
through fear of electronic attacks, was forcing his cellmates to 
stand ‘ ‘ ' 'otect his safety.

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An article in the Juno 18* 1961 issue of "El Imparcial", 
a Spanish language daily newspaper of San Juan* Puerto Rico, 
states that JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE, one of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS ' 
defonse attorneys, had advised that he had interviewed ALBIZU 
CAMPOS at the District Jail in San Juan; June 14, 1951, con- 
cerning the status of his legal defense, HERNANDEZ VALLE reported 
that ALBIZU CAMPOS appeared to be in Improved health and that 
his discussion of the technicalities of his legal defense was 
"marvelous observations of a legal mind",, HERNANDEZ VALLE, 
further advised that ALBIZU CAMPOS had requested an barly trial 
on charges of violation of Inshlar Law 53 (subversive activities 
law). 

On Juno 22, 19$1 FEDERICO TILEN, First Assistant 
Attorney Gonoral of Puerto Rico, San Juan, advised that' his 
offi'ce had just received the final medical report of Dr. R, 

TROXANO DE LOS RIOS, psychiatrist of the Insular Department of 
Prisons, reflecting his conclusions as to ALBIZU CAMPOS' mental 
condition. The portinont portions of this letter are sot forth 
below in translation; 

"After having examined PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS on numerous 
occasions, I have arrived at the complete conviction that he 
is in condition to appear bofore a court and to instruct his 
lawyers with regard to the charges pending against him. 

"He suffers from a persecution psychosis which, however, 
does not intorforo with the normal evolution of clarity of 
consciousness and orderly thought in will and action. 

"Tho cause of his paranoia is judged to bo an affoctivity 
with an intense (hyper-stable) perseverance, an intense urge 
to bo something which he Is not, an inferiority complex out- 
side manifestations of which augment such innor conflicts* 
and finally distort the force of reason and the instincts. 

This is a mCrbid development of a constitutionally biased 
personality. 

TILEN advised that on the basis of this medical report, 
his department will now initiato prosecution of ALBIZU CAMPOS for 
violation of Insular Law 53, which prosecution had been held in 
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abeyance pending final decision as to iiLBIZU CiiMPOS' mental 
condition* 


ACTIVITIES OF NPPR MEMBERS aND OTHER GROUPS

^QT-6 further statedxMiat the Cuban House of Representatives 
passed a resolutlro on May 18,. 1951* on bt-half of the Puerto 
Rican Nationalist loader, PEDRO ALBIZU COMPOS, who was re- 
ported to be' suffering from hallucinations in San Juan»s 
jail.

INSULAR PROSECUTIVE ACTION TAKEN AGAINST SUBJECT 

(As reflected in the filos of the

-v 

A, Prosecution for Violation of Insular Law 53. 

I 

The trial of the leader of the NPPR, PEDRO /.LBIZU CAMPOS, 
began on July 30, 1951 before Insular judge, PABLO JUAN Y. TORD, 
at the Insular District Court, San Juan, Puerto Rico, He was 
charged with violation of Insular Law 53, which law was executed 
on June 10, 1948 by the Puerto Rican legislature and reads as 
follows: 
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"AN ACT 


"To declare a felony the: Promotion, advocation, advising 
or preaching wilfully of knowingly, of the necessity, 
desirability, or expediency of overthrowing, subverting, 
or paralyzing the Insular government, or any political • 
subdivision thereof by moans of force or violence; and 
the printing, publishing, editing, circulating, selling, 
distributing, or publicly exhibiting, with the intention 
of overthrowing, paralyzing or subverting the Insular 
government, or any political subdivision thereof, any' 
writing or publication by which the necessity, desira- 
bility, or expediency of overthrowing, paralyzing, or sub- 
verting the Insular government, or any political sub- 
division thereof, by means of force or violence, is 
promoted, advocated, advised or preached; as well as the 
organizing of, or helping to organize, any association, 
group, or assembly of persons who promote, advocate, 
advise, or preach such a thing, and for 6ther purposes." 


The prosecutive attorneys in the trial were JOSE C. 
APONTE, BJ.LDOMERO FRE.YRE,; GUILLERMO A, GIL RIVERA, ANGEL 
VIERA MARTINEZ, JOSE DAVILA ORTIZ. The attorneys for the 
defense were FRANCISCO HERNANDEZ VARGAS and JUAN HERNANDEZ 
VALLE, In reference to the defense attorneys, FRANCISCO 
HERNANDEZ V..RGAS has acted as defense counsel for subject and 
other NPPR loaders and members during their prosecution following 
the Nationalist revolt of October, ' 1950. HERNANDEZ VARGAS ad- 
mitted to FBI agents on December 1, 1950 that he has been a 
deep admirer of ALBIZU COMPOS and has himself been an NPPR 
member and orator. 

Qr-*0^s^ supplied the information that HERNANDEZ ' VALLE 
has become an active and influential member of the NPPR. 

According to informant, following the NPPR revolt, HERNANDEZ 
VALLE has served as chief counsel for ALBIZU and other NPPR 
leaders and members in Insular and Federal prosecutions. 

/T-3 further advisedjftnat HERNANDEZ VALLE personally soli- 
cited funds for the legal defense of NPPR members following the 
NPPR revolt and has also been acting as liaison be twd^a. ALBIZU 
and members of the NPPR since ALBIZU* s incarcerate 
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The defense attorneys challenged the jurisdiction of 
the Insular Court to try the case, alleging that the Insular 
legislature had no legal authority to enact Law 53, "which 
is intended to protect tho sovereignity of the United States 
in Puerto Rico ", They claimed that the Federal District 
Court of Puerto Rico is the only one competent to try ALBIZU 
for tho charges being presented. They stated that the crime 
of which the defondant is accused does not exist because Law 
53 refers to advocating or preaching the overthrow of the 
Insular government, .while the only political body on the 
Island is the government of Puerto Rico that was created by 
the 'Organic Latf. " They referred to the Insular government 
as being a creature of the Federal government and that, therefore, 
the only jurisdiction in this case is Federal, 

Judge PABLO JUAN X TORO ruled 'that tho challenge of 
tho court’s jurisdiction was unfounded. 


On July 31, 1951, Prosecuting Attornoy APONTE made 
tho opening statement for the People. He said, in part: 

"This case deals with an indictment made by the People 
of Puerto Rico against the defendant, ' PEDRO ALBIZU C-jyiPOS, 
for violating Law 53 of June 10, 1948, This indictment con- 
tains twelve charges, each of which refers to a separate 
speech'made by the defendant in a different city Of the 

Island. In these qpeechos the defendant advocated and " 

preached the overthrow. of the Insular Government, , , , 

by means of force and violence,,., 

"Upon arriving at Puerto Rico, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS,..; 
on or about December 15, 1947, together with other persons, 
began his systematic campaign (for the Nationalist movement) 

of advocating and preaching, ... the overthrow of the 

legally constituted Government of Puerto Rico by means of 
force and violence,,,,

"For the purpose of maintaining tih'-aative campaign, the 
defendant, as President of the Nationalist Party, took 
advantage of the different local holidays, occurring from 
time to time in various towns of tho Island, * in order to 
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make speeches containing phrases and statements intended 
to incite his audience to feelings of hatred, vengeance 
and contempt toward the governments of Puerto Rico and the " 
United Statos and their respective officials and employees, 
At the same time he offered as the only solution to the 
political problem of Puerto Rico the use of arms and armed 
rebellion culminating in political independence and the 
establishment of a republic on the Island. 

I 


"Following this course, on July 25, 1948 in Guanica, 
while the Nationalist Party was holding a meeting in 
that city, protesting the arrival of American troops on the 
Island, which meeting wks attended by the "Liberating Army" 
(Ejercito Liberador), a military organization composed of v 
members of the Nationalist Party, PEDRO ALBIZU C-JIPOS gave 
a violent and' subversive speech from a public rostrom, 
advocating,,,; and preaching, ., the overthrow of the Insular 


Government,... All this 
Puerto Rico from the Uni 


was part of ' a plan to separate 
tod States. .. .This meeting was 
attended by other memberjs of the same party who had the 
same purpose in mind as the defendant. 


"In keeping with this subversive campaign, the defendant 
also used subversive language in a speech he made at Ponce, 
on March 21, 1949, in honor of the so-called "Ponce Massacre", 
in which he advocated and preached the overthrow of the 
Insular Government, seizure of power and proclamation of a 
republic in Puerto Rico. 


"With the aforementioned purpose in mind, the defendant 
gave violent speeches at Cabo Rojo, April 8, 1949, at Guanica, 
July 25, 1949, and at Lares, September 23, 1949, These 
speeches were calculated to lead to the overthrow of the 
Insular government for the purpose of separating Puerto Rico 
from the United States. 

"On December 18> 1949, tho defendant delivered a speech 
aimed at inciting and influencing the members of the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico to use weapons for the purpose of over- 
throwing the legally constituted government by means of 
force and violence. This speech was delivered at a General 
Assembly of the Nationalist Party at Arecibo. ' 
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"The defendant continued with his subversive campaign 
throughout the Island and delivered speeches at Utuado, 

February 23, 1950; Ponce, March 21, 1950; Cabo Rojo, April 
8, 1950; San Juan, April 16, 1950; Manati, June 11, 1950; 
and at Lares, September 23, 1950. In all of these speeches 
the defendant advocated and preached the use of force and 
violonco as well as the use of weapons to obtain the 
separation of Puerto Rico from the United States so as to 
later proclaim the establishment of a republic in Puerto 
Rico. 

"As a result of all these speeches and the campaign, 
several groups of Nationalists throughout the Island began 
to hold f iroarms drills fbrsthe purpose of carrying out 
the subversive acts proposed by the defendant. In addition 
Nationalist Party Centers wore formed where members of the 
Nationalist Party participated in macabre ceremonies at 
which they swore they would protect and execute the revolu- 
tionary activities advocated by this defendant, 

"This campaign and the speeches culminated. ... in the 

shadiest activities in which the defendant and the members 

of the Nationalist Party ever participated I refer to 

the events of October 30, 1950 and the days following it. 

"Members of the Nationalist Party attacked police stations 
burned down homes, attacked hospitals and carried out their 
tragic suicidal and irresponsible campaign in a number of 
cities on the Island of Puerto Rico. They oven went so far 
as to attack the Executive Mansion with the express purpose 
of murdering the Governor of Puerto Rico and his family. 

"To support this theory the People of Puerto Rico will 
rely on the testimony of witnesses and experts as well as 
on material and documentary evidence *’ 

The Prosecution placed in evidence during the trial 
records and typewritten feaanscriptions of the speeches of ALBIZU, 
involved in the charges against him. Introduced as witnesses 
were two NPPR members, iwho, accordtegg to their own admission, had 
been active prior to and including the revolt of tho NPPR in 
October, 19b0« 
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On August 9*,19f?l the Prosecution placed in evidence 
the charred bones of Insular Police Officer VIRGILIO CAMACHO, 
who was killed in the attack on the Police Station, Jayuya, 

Puerto Rico on October 30, 1950, and whose body was burned 
when the Nationalists set fire to the Police Station. 

Prosecutor APONTE argued that the speeches of ALBIZU 
CAMPOS culminated in the October revolution whose only purpose 
was the overthrow of the Insular Government by violence. 

In his summation of the arguments of the prosecution 
Attorney APONTE analyzed the speeches of ALBIZU CAMPOS, listing 
the paragraphs in each speech in which ALBIZU was said to 
appeal to violence, revolution and destruction. He analysed 
speeches delivered at Lares, Ponce, San Juan, and Jayuya, stating 
that all of these speeches advocated destruction of the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches of the Puerto Rican 
government • 

The jury in the trial of ALBIZU CAMPOS retired for 
deliberation at 3:28 pm on August 1 5, 1951 and at 10:35 pm on 
the same dated returned with a verdict of guilty on each of 
the twelve counts charging ALBIZU with violation of Insular Law 

53. 


On August 29, 1951 PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was sentenced 
by PABLO JUAN Y TORO in the Insular District Court of San Juan 
to a total of welve to fifty-four years on the twelve counts 
involving violation of Insular Law 53 • 


B. Total Prosecutive Action Against Subject Set Forth: 
1. Charges

Undersecretary of Interior R. D. Searles called me today concern- 
ing a group of about 150 Industrialists from New ^ork who are going to 
Puerto Rico for a meeting scheduled for February 1-3. Mr. Searles stated 
that Secretary of Interior Chaoman had asked him if he would make the talk 
which Secretary Chanman has been scheduled to give in Puerto Rico. Mr. 
Searles stated the thought had just occurred to him, in view of conditions 
in Puerto Rico, whether it might be an incentive for people in Puerto Rico 
who want to cause a disruption, as he understood the Pedro^Campos (leader of 
the Nationalist Party in Puerto Rico) case has been appealed and the decisior 
hasn't been handed down yet, of course, there was a possibility a decision 
might be handed down while they are down there. I stated this was entirely 
likely and I would make inquiry to find out if there is any indication when 
that decision will be handed down on Campos. I stated I thought the FBI \ 
Office in Pureto Rico should be alerted so that if they hear or come across 
any information inidcating any contemplated demonstrations we could bring 
ti to the attention of the Department of Interior and the Governor of Puerto 
Rico. I stated that if the decision was scheduled to be handed down at that, 
time, we might be able through some contacts down there to suggest the des*^

"The encounter between ALBIZU CAMPOS and MATOS 
PAOLI took place on Friday, November 30, in the coll 
which those two individuals share with other 
Nationalists. 


"Several days prior to November 30, they had 
been discussing the desirability of appealing PL'.TOS 
PAOLI * s case to the Supreme Court,. MATOS P.'.OLI had 
received a sentence of two to twenty years imprison- 
ment from the District Court for violation of Insular 
Law 53, by advocating and preaching the overthrow of 
the Insular Government by force and violence. Ho 
wo.s convicted on two separate charges, bach of which 
carried a maximum sentence of ten years. 
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"Since each of them firmly maintained his position 
on the case, the discussion was hecoining more bitter 
until they finally began shouting at the top of 
their voices and a prison guard had to intervene 
to prevent a brawl. 

"MATOS PAOLI appealed to the warden to be 
transferred to another cell, *so as not to have to 
give that old man a slap in the face 1 .

SANTIAGO stated that he was in jail with ALBIZU CnMPOS 
and that ALBIZU had such a strong persecution complex that he 
cannot sleep unless another person is standing guard over him. In 
SANTIAGO’S opinion, ALBIZU is definitely abnormal mentally.

statement and said that propaganda is a very powerful thing and 
in a general way indicated that ALBIZU was striving to create 
the impression that he was crazy. 


^On January 13, 1953., T-l of unknown reliabilityTWjj! 
but who has been acquainted with ALBIZU for many years, statetr ^ 
that it is his honest belief that ALBIZU is mentally deranged 
and actually believes that he is being bombarded with rays by the 
United States Government and that these rays are ruining his 
health. In this connection he said that ALBIZU had been examined 
by three psychiatrists, all of whom declared him as insane. 

On January 16 , 1953, JUAN BRaVO, Warden, San Juan 
District Jail, stated that kLBIZU was in good health except that 
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the doctors who examined him said that he had his^' blood pressure, 
BRAVO stated that ALBIZU puts wet towels all ov^r his body every 
day to forestall any X-rays or electr.ical rays. BRaVO explained 
this by saying that ALBIZU thinks th’Sit transmitters have been 
placed outside the jail and ALBIZU thinks that these transmitters 
are shooting electrical rays at ‘him.

In August, 1952, T-2 advised that he had heard that 
JUAN HERNANDEZ VaLLE had stated that ALBIZU had said that he had 
no desire to comment concerning the Insular Governments action 
in accepting the status of commonwealth and adopting the NPPR 
flag as the official flag of Puerto Rico. HERNANDEZ VaLLE made 
the remark that ALBIZU desires to consider himself a martyr and 
that by withholding his official opinion someone else will 
come up with propaganda in favor of him. HERNANDEZ VaLLE stated 
that he has difficulty in obtaining ALBIZU’S opinion on certain

On October 3, 1952, JOSE C. aPONTE and GUILLERMO GIL. 
Special Insular Prosecutors, advised that they consider JUAN 
HERNANDEZ VALLE as the NPPR leader at present in that he is the 
transmitter of instructions from ALBIZU whom he contacts regularly 
as his attorney. They believe that JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE has 
personal and secret contact with_Ni PR members at liberty in trans- 
mitting the instructions of ALBIZU,

He said that HERNANDEZ holds conferences' with aLBIZU regularly 
and is the logical contact for the party between the walls of 
the prison and outside*

At this meeting, RAMON MIRaBaL said that ”we have 
held private conversations with PEDRO ALBIZU CaMPOS and pro- 
mise to fight together with the Nationalists in order to gain 
the friendship of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS and other political

IV. PROPAGANDA TO EFFECT ALBIZU 'S RELEASE 

On December 22, 1952, the San Juan daily newspaper, 

M E1 Imparcial", carried an article entitled, "Case of ALBIZU and 
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The Nationalists Presented to the U,N,0«”j This article consists 
of an International News Service dispatch datelined l2/21 :: at 
New York* It is translated as follows? 

”0n Friday afternoon (12/19/52) j <JUAN HERNANDEZ 
VALLE, Chairman of theDefense Council for' Dr. PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, and lawyer for the Nationalist leaders 
imprisoned in Puerto Rico because of the revolutionary 
efforts of October, 1950, placed before the U. JJ,, 
through its President, LISTER B, PEARSON, a petition 
and summation denouncing the treatment being accorded 
Dr. PEDRO ^LBIZU CAMPOS, presently imprisoned in ’La 
trincesa’ at Aan Juan* Puerto Rico. 


’’The memorial submitted by HERNANDEZ Y-kLLE is 
printed in the form of a book containing 62 pages and an 
appendix of documents and photographs. In it, he asks 
the - U, N. Id appoint a commission to make an on-the-spot 
investigation of the itemp denounced in the memorial* 

’’The memorial recounts the history of the 
official proceedings ’against the Nationalist movement 
of Puerto Rico and especially against its President, Dr. 
n PEDR 0 ALBIZU CAMPOS’. It relates that this ’persecution’ 
increased after the return of Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS to Puerto 
Rico on 12/15/47, to the ’extent of bombardment’ of the 
place of residence of the Nationalist leaders, their 
arrest and incarceration. In harmony with the thesis 
he expounds, HERNANDEZ VALLE refers to the revolutionary 
occurrences in Puerto Rico on 10/30/50 under The title 
’The Revolution in Puerto Rico’. Analyzing the 
accusations brought against the Puerto Rican revolution- 
aries, HERNaNDEZ VALLE points out that the government 
tried to ’disguise ’the revolutionary fact, by accusing 
them of ordinary crimes, so as to deny respohsibility 
before the world (and especially before the .(J* N.), 
for the occurrence of an uprising for independence in 
a territory which still lacks self-government*’ 



’’The petitioning lawyer sets forth infor- 
mation concerning the ’nullity’ of the Treaty pf Paris 
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"and brings before the U. N. the grave 
question of the compulsory military service 
•imposed* upon Fuerto Ricans. In connection 
with this last matter, he refers to and 
incorporates as a document a photostatic copy 
of the information which was set forth in the 
San Juan, Puerto Rico newspaper, *E1 Imparcial* 
in connection with the case of GABRIEL PARRILLA 
FONT^NEZ, who resorted to gunfire in resisting 
compulsory military service. 

"The memorial enumerates the accusa- 
tions, bonds and sentences imposed upon Don 
PEDRO rtLBIZU CaMPOS and denounces his solitary 
confinement to which the leader has been 
subjected, which the author calls ’cruel and in- 
human treatment and an attempt against the life 
of this Puerto Rican patriot' , 

"HERNANDEZ VALLE closes his petition 
and summation by asking the U. N. 'to fulfill 
the spirit of this international body' by taking 
the necessary steps to review the case which 
he has brought to its attention. The petitionary 
document has been translated into English and is 
being circulated among all of theDelegates to the 
U. N." 

On December 23, 1952, "El Mundo", San Juan daily 
newspaper reported in a United Press dispatch that JUAN HERNANDEZ 
VALLE had placed before the United Nations a "petition and 
allegation" asking that a commission be appointed to investigate 
the cruel and inhuman treatment accorded PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

In January, 1952, T-2 advised that he had learned 
that JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE would have to have several meetings 
with ALBIZU in the near future to round out the plans for

who for various reasons find such charges useful in a campaign 0 

of distrust against the United States . ^ 

The general question concerning the status of Albisu j 3 

has caused grave concern to the Governor of Puerto Rico, the / 
Honorable Luis Munoz Marin , and the ^ Attorney General of Puerto 
Rico, the Honorable Jose Trias’ Monge. As will be appreciated , this 
is not only a local issue of' considerable political import but 
carries political implications throughout Latin America , 

prior to ny departure from Puerto Rico , the Attorney 
General, Mr. Trias, mentioned that the Governor was exploring all 
possibilities with reference to the resolution of the status 
of Albisu and mentioned in him that it might be desired to look 
into the possibi lities of taking up with the Department of Justice 
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the possible tronfer of Albizu to the St, Elisabeth's Hospital 
in Washington 3 D. C * ?his 3 of course 3 would be on the theory 
after appropriate examination that Albizu was insane coupled 
with the belief that facilities at St. Elizabeth's might be 
’more appropriate for his confinement. 

It is emphasized that this was not indicated as a 
specific intent on the part of the governor to undertake such a 
transfer but was merely one of the possibilities beinfr discussed. 

It is believed that you may wish to make these data 
1 available to the Deportment in the event Mr, Trias or someone 
on behalf of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico should bring up 
the question ot some future date.

Pursuant to instructions from the Di te\t$r’ s Office all 
volumes of the files on Pedro Albizu Campos were reviewed for informa- 
tion as to the past medical and psychiatric history of the subject 
both while as a prisonerj U,S, Prison , Atlanta , Georgia , and as a 
patient at Columbus Hospital , New York City , New York , Review fails 
to reflect that any copies of medical or psychiatric histories were 
secured or set forth in any detail although there is some indication 
that the files at U,S , Prison, Atlanta, Georgia, were at one time 
reviewed in this respect. Subject was incarcerated USP , Atlanta, 
from 6-8-37 to 6-3-43 and was a private patient at Coluikbus Hospital 
at New York, from 6-9-43 to 11-9-45, There are several indications 
in the file that the subject did not need to be hospitalized in New 
York but voluntarily remained in the hospital in order to avoid 
service by the U,S, Probation Officer of conditions and terms of his 
probation. The Mother Superior in charge of administration at 
Columbus Hospital, who is not a physician, volunteered the above 
opinion to an agent of the New York Office, A similar opinion was 
expressed by a nurse who brought the subject his meals and who made 
his bed. The nurse stated in addition that he required no other 
attentions and was definitely not the usual type of hospital patient.

Pursuant to Bureau instructions to Atlanta and 
New York, teletypes have been received from both offices 
indicating the existence of extensive records of the 
medical history of the captioned subject at the United States 
Prison at Atlanta and the Columbus Hospital, New York City,

Inasmuch as the above-mentioned teletypes also 
contained a very brief summary of the contents of the subject's 
medical file at Columbus Hosuital and a more detailed summary 
in the case of the subject's file at Atlanta, Colonel Salvador T .

In March K 1953 T.^,, of known reliability, advised that 
INOCENCIO^ONTALVWMONTALVO, NPPR member, of Arecibo, P uer to 
Rico, expressed concern over ALBIZU’S health, stating that 
he was suffering from tuberculosis. In this connection, the 
informant stated that he himself recalled seeing ALBIZU 
vomit blood at the Hotel Normandie sometime in 1949 as a 
result of which ALBIZU had to vacation in Ponce, Puerto Rico, 
to regain his health^j^^ 

In March, 1953 > T-2 advised that MONSERRAT^DElN(ALLE, whom 
he characterized as an NPPR member, remarked x that the im- 
prisoned Nationalists were enjoying good health and were 
contented, with the exception of the subject. Informant said 
that ALBIZU is very ill and "sinking fast". He indicated that 
he did not believe that ALBIZU would live long enough to 
enjoy freedom again. According to informant, MONSF.RRATE 
DEL VALLE seemed to be in touch with the incarcerated National- 
ists.^^ | 

On May 12, 1953 x’El Impartial" , San Juan daily newspaper, re- 
ported that JUAN )HERNANDE®^ALLE, lawyer for ALBIZU, report- 
ed that there was' circulating in San Juan a rumor that the 
subject’s health was becoming poor, causing his friends worry. 
The article went on to say that JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE, character- 
ized as Chief of the Defense CounB&l for ALBIZU, said that on 
his last visit to ALBIZU he had noted a great deal of in- 
flamation of his feet and infection of the muscles of the back 
of his neck. According to what HERNANDEZ VALLE said, the 
Nationalist leader suffers hardening of the muscles of the 
neck and inflamation of the chest and stomach. According to 
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the article, ALBIZU alleges that the object of the electronic 
attack is to weaken him and burn him to produce either a 
stroke or a heart attack. ALBIZU also alleges that the elect- 
ronic rays produce swelling of the hands and legs, physical 
weakness, and high blood pressure. In order to protect him- 
self against the electronic rays, ALBIZU covers himself with 
wet sheets and moves constantly inside his cell. 

II' CONNECTIONS WITH THE 
NPPR 

A. Indications that Subject is 
Still Leader of the NPPR 

On March 12, 1953 the Puerto Rico Police Department made 
available' a police report dated February 7 , 1953 at Arecibo, 
Puerto Rico. The report sets forth that a police informant, 
whose reliability is not commented upon, was told by INOCENCIO 
MONTALVO that in spite of the fact that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
was in prison, he did not cease to be "High Chief" of the 
party and he was giving orders through his attorney, JUAN 
HERNANDEZ VjhLLE, to the leaders of the NPPR throughout the 
island. Tae . inf ormant said that HERNANDEZ VALLE had contacted 
Dona LAURiM/ALBIZU'S wife, and his son PEDRO in Cuba and 
they went tj^> solicit personal and military aid for the second 
revolution in Puerto Rico, which was the only way to free 
"political prisoners". They wanted the financial help to 
undertake organization on the island and for the purchase of 
arms which would equal or epccel those possessed by the police

the first ones they had to, kill were Judge RAFAEL PADRE PARAS, 
of Arecibo, and the Prosecuting Attorneys JOSE C. APONTE, 
GUILLERMO GIL RIVERA, BALDOMERO FREYRE, and DAVILA ORTIZ, 
and afterwards, the police, since they had a list of them now.

On April 29, 1953 "El Imparcial", San Juan daily newspaper, 
reported that very strict rules have been promulgated by the 
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Insular Department of Justice in relation to the visits 
allowed the subject in jail. According to the article, it 
is necessary to communicate with the Secretary of Justice and 
inform him specifically of the matters to be discussed dur- 
ing the visit by his lawyers. As a result, HERNANDEZ VALLE 
has expressed his indignation over the situation and stated 
that now he must visit ALBIZU in a little compartment, both 
persons being separated by a concrete wall in which there is 
an opening covered by metal wire. HERNANDEZ VALLE said that 
he could scarcely see the face of the "leader" and was un- 
able to show him documents. He further protested that a 
guard stayed only five to six feet away and could overhear 
their entire conversations. 


On the same date the same newspaper reported that all visits 
to ALBIZU were cancelled, with the exception of his sister, 
MARIA vAMPOS .

III PROPAGANDA CONCERNING 
ALBIZU' S IMPRISONMENT 


The Buenos Aires, Argentina, magazine "Verdad" (Truth), for 
February, 1953* on pages - 27, carries an article called 
"Linchamiento Atomico de un Martir de La Libertad" (Atomic 
Lynching of a Martyr,, of Liberty). This article concerns it- 
self with the treatment allegedly being accorded the subject. 
The article relates that the lawyers for the defense of 
ALBIZU CAMPOS have charged before the United Nations that the 
"Apostle of Puerto Rican liberty is slowly being murdered in 
jail by means of electronic rays" This issue carries a colored 
photograph of the subject on its front cover. The article 
itself is illustrated with pictures showing groups of women 
and children being marched at gunpoint with hands in the air. 
One of these pictures is captioned as follows: "This is the 
symbol of the enslaved island. Neither women nor children 
are free from the menace of the forces that represent oppress- 
ion". The article calls ALBIZU CAMPOS "the last soldier of 
American independence". 

On February 6 , 1953 tne daily Cuban newspaper "Tiempo en 

confideRtiai: - 6 - 
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Cuba" (Time in Cuba) carried an article by one ALFONSO 
GRANAD.OS which in substance states that JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE, 
\ne of the lawyers for ALBIZU CAMPOS, had visited Cuba. 
According to the article, HERNANDEZ VALLE stated that before 
leaving for Cuba on January 27, 1953 he saw ALBIZU, and the 
latter reiterated that he is being made the victim of a plan 
against his life through scientific measures designed to 
produce in him a cerebral hemorrhage and cardiacal collapse 
to drive him to despair or insanity. Said attacks produced 
visible burns on his extremities and swelling of his face, 
and a severe choking around the neck. HERNANDEZ VALLE comment 
ed, according to the newspaper, that "God knows that this is 
a lynching at the height of the atomic age". HERNANDEZ VALIE 
stated that colonial authorities released a statement that 
subject's mental faculties were unsettled. 

On February 7, 1953 there appeared an article in the same 
newspaper submitted by JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE with his name as 
a by-line, which criticized the fact that the Insular Govern- 
ment of Puerto Rico, using its new name of "Commonwealth", 
paid homage to the Cuban revolutionary leader JOSE MARTI. 

After criticizing the fact that a government run by the United 
States should be permitted to pay homage to a revolutionary 
leader, the article stated that it was done while PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS and his disciples are imprisoned and persecuted for 
defending the inalienable right to establish the independence 
of the Puerto Rican fatherland by armed revolution. 

Another article appeared in the newspaper "Alma Mater", 
irregularly published by the Federation of University Students 
in Cuba. The paper is dated February, 1953 and was sold in 
the stores of Havana, Cuba on February 14, 1953* The article 
reads as follows: 


"Pilgrims of A Torture" 

"The Puerto Rican lawyer JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE was in 
Havana, having gone to the United Nations Organization 
and returned to the Island a martyr. In the UNO, he 
had denounced, with graphic and manuscript proof, the 
situation and tortures of the political prisoners, who, 
with apostle ALBIZU CAMPOS in the outpost, rebelled 
against the maintenance of the Puerto Rico situation as 
redoubt of American colonialism. 
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"At the same time, JUAN'NttJARBE y\uARBE circulated 
a pamphlet containing phonographs and documents of 
torture, anguish and grief, in which the military 
foolishness anc inexorable ferocity of the blood- 
hounds of new Rome remain unquestionably manifest. 


"JUARBE and HERNANDEZ VALLE were, on their imponder- 
able mission, pilgrims representing a torture, an 
extensive torture and an immense grief, as was our 
MARTI through the pathways of America, 

"We the Cubans opened our arms to them and made ours 
the anguish of the women, the children, and the men, 
led 'hands up' and with (rifle escort by the irredeem- 
able paths of the island of Baldorioty, of Betances, 
and of Hostos. 


"What will the UNO do? 

"We know what Puerto Rico will do..."

A . Status^ of Prosecu tion 

On June 4. 1953, "El Mundo," a San Juan daily newspaper, 
reported chat on June 3, 1 953 ? there were placed before the 
Supreme Court of Puerto Rico ihe five cases involving the 
explosives and weapons law appealed by the subject. The con- 
tention of the subject’s lawyers consisted of alleging that 
the search of ALBIZU’s quarters was illegal because the 
declaration of the police that arms were within his apart- 
ment was insufficient to justify the issuance of a search 
warrant. 

The above information was verified by JOSS A. APONTE, Insular 
Special Prosecutor. Continued liaison with Hr. APONTE’S 
office reflects that as yet no decision on these appeals has 
been rendered. 


B. Residence 


Continued liaison with the San Juan District Jail reflects 
that the subject is still incarcerated in that penitentiary. 


C . Status of Health 

On May 3, 1953, "El Mundo" reported that the subject is in 
such bad health that he can scarcely walk. The report said 
that to go downstairs to see his sister on her visit it was 
necessary to assist him. The article stated that this in- 
— ■fqr mafcl on was obtained from the subject's attorney, JUAlfr^RMANDEZ 
VALLE . The article goes on to state that HERNANDEZ alleges 
that the subject places all the responsibility on the Govern- 
ment of the United States for having carried along a systematic 
plan to take his life in such a way that the responsibility 
cannot be fixed on any one person.

D.C., advised that he was making a study of the Insular Prison 
system. 

Mr. GILL stated that he has talked with ALBIZU on numerous 
occasions during September and October of 1952 and during 
the months of January, February and March, 1953. He said 
that he has found ALBIZU to be lucid on certain subjects, but 
on anything that concerned the Nationalist Party and his 
incarceration he is out of touch with reality. Mr, GILL said 
that for example he was in the same class with ALBIZU at 
Harvard University, and although they were not personally 
acquainted there, in conversation concerning the University 
ALBIZU was very sane and reasonable. However, the moment he 
got on the subj-ct of his incarceration, he had delusions of 
persecution and repeated over and over again the story that 
he was being bombarded by "radio \/aves." Mr. GILL said th a t 
the subject keeps his head and neck wrapped in wet towels 
and sleeps in wet sheets to protect himself from the alleged 
waves .

General Robert Cutler at the White House called me today and 
thanked me for the letters we sent him on Albizu Campos. He stated the 
President had asked if Campos was one of the two individuals who attempted the 
assassination of the President at Blair House, or whether he was the actual 
leader of the Nationalist Party. I stated that Campos was the leader of the Party 
and was a very definite paranoiac. The General asked if one of the assassinators 
was the son of Campos and I stated he was not but that they were members of 
the Nationalist Party. The General was further advised that Campos had been 
engaged in revolutionary activity for many years and served time in the Atlanta 
Penitentiary. The General wanted to know if Campos was prosecuted federally 
and I told him that he was not in this case but he had been prosecuted federally 
some years ago and served time in the Atlanta Penitentiary, but he is presently 
jailed in Puerto Rico for offenses committed in Puerto Rico and not related to 
the attempted assassination. I stated Campos was the more or less mentor, 
about whom they all gather and assemble defense funds, et cetera. The General 
inquired what they did with the two men who attempted to assassinate the Presi- 
dent and I stated that one was killed and I thought the case of the other was still 
on appeal but I was not certain. I stated we had alerted our entire service where 
we had any of the Nationalist Party members. I stated I thought he was being 
released because of the fear by the Governor that Campos might die in jail 
because of his advanced age. I stated when the Governor was up here he saw me 
and talked with me about the case at some length, although he did not indicate 
at that time that he planned to pardon or release Campos, but the Governor did 
fear the reactions if anything should happen to Campos while he was in jail. I 
stated the Governor had advised me of the hallucinations of Campos and the fact 
he intended to have a psychiatrist examine him. I stated I understood that 
Campos was examined and they did find him j^be an extreme paranoiac.

Spanish of the Governor's document of pardon, referred to in 
rerad. The document of pardon was furnished to me by the Attorney 
General of Puerto Rico, Mr. JOSE TRIAS MONGE. 
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To whom it may concern: 

WHEREAS, before the Superior Court of San Juan, Puerto Rico, 

PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was convicted and sentenced in 1951 on divers 
charges, in the cases P-2796 (Attempted Murder); M-6334 (Infr. Art. 
12 - Daw No. 67 of 5/l3/3i, as amended); M-6341 (Non-Registration 
of Firearms) M-634^ (Non-Registration of Firearms); M-6337 (Infr. 
Art. 11 - Law No. 67 of 5/13/34# as amended); F-2795 (Infr. Law 
No. 53 of 6/10/48, as amended), part of said sentences still 
remaining to be served. 

WHEREAS, in view of the prisoner's state of health and 
advanced age, I consider the exercise of executive clemency 
appropriate in this case; 

THEREBY, I, LUIS MUNOZ MARIN, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico, by reason of the authority conferred in me by the 
Constitution of Puerto Rico, do hereby pardon PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
for the crimes of which he was convicted, relieving him from 
completing the remainder of the sentences in the above-mentioned 
cases and restoring to him all his civil rights and prerogatives 
under the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, con- 
ditioning all of the foregoing to the summary revocation of this 
pardon, in the event that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS attempts or conspires 
against public security, with intent to destroy by violence or 
terror the established constitutional order and act contrary to 
the will of the people of Puerto Rico democratically expressed at 
the polls. 

Should this pardon be summarily revoked, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
may present before the courts of the country a writ of Habeas 
Corpus, to question the determination of nonfulfillment on his 
part of the condition here imposed. 

Nothing in this document should be interpreted as a limitation 
on the freedom of expression of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, if such be his 
interest, to struggle by constitutional and democratic means for the 
independence of Puerto Rico, or other causes he may defend.

On September 24, 1953, Mr. Frank Loveland , Assistant 
Director , Bureau of Prisons , telephonically contacted me con- 
cerning Pedro Albisu Campos, incarcerated president of the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR). Mr. Loveland stated 
that he desired information as to whether there were any federal 
prosecutions of Campos growing out of the Nationalist uprisings in 
Puerto Rico in October 1950 or whether the prosecutions were all in 
Insular Court in Puerto Rico. 


On this same date Mr. Loveland was advised that Campos was 
prosecuted in Insular Court and received a minimum sentence of 
17 years 9 months on the following charges*

Mr. Loveland was advised that our file did not reflect that 
there had been any .federal prosecution but rather the prosecutions had 
taken place in Insular Court on the above insular violations . It was 
clearly pointed out to Mr. Loveland, however , that any definite , final 
statement as to whether Campos was subject to federal prosecution 
subsequent to October 1950 Nationalist uprisings in Puerto Rico 
should come from the Department qf Justice. Mr. Loveland stated that 
although it was his recollection that there were no federal prosecutions 
of Campos , that he would check with the Department of Justice re 
any definite statement as to whether federal prosecutions did occur.

Luis V. Hordes, a psychiatrist who visited 
Albisu Campos in the San Juan District Jail on 
September 23, 1953, was preparing a report for Jose 
Trias yonge, secretary of justice, Commonwealth of 
Puerto Pico, concerning the condition of Albisu Campos. 
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Our San Juan Office learned from the Department 
of Justice of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico on 
September 25, 1953, that no decision had been reached 
regarding the possible transfer of Albisu Campos to a 
private clinic. 
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In this connection, a reliable sourge $dvised 
our San Juan Office on parch 18, 1953, that 'rf&nt&rs of 
the nationalist party were incensed over the ^ps'^bility 
that Albisu Campos might be committed to a merfbal 
institution and believed that tremendous damage tSNfuld 
be done to the Rationalist movement if its leader- Aoere 
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Rationalists must prevent the removal of Albisu Ca.rn.po3 
to a mental institution by violence if n 
indicated that all Rationalists should b 
ready in order to resist such a transfer 

In this regard , the Se ptember 26, 1953, issue 
of the San Juan, Puerto Rico, newspaper "El Imparcial " 
contained a statement by Colonel Salvador ?• Boig, 

Chief of the Puerto Rico police Department , indicating 
that the police Department has been in a state of alert 
for several days in order to meet any violence which 
might arise as a result of "false rumors " to the effect 
that Albisu Campos is dying , P.oig is reported to have 
denied rumors to the effect that information had been 
received by the police Department from sources outside 
of Puerto Pico c oncerning probable attempts to remove 
Albisu Camoos from jail or to commit acts of violence. 

Roig reportedly a33erted "je are prepared at any moment 
to cope with acts of violence which might be provoked 
within the jail (San Juan District jail) or outside of it."
